that great Numbers were ſtarved to Death. Their 
Barbarity extended ſo far as not to ſuffer the Men 
who were put on Board the Jean to lie down even 
cn Planks, but they were obliged to ſit on large 
Stones; by which Means their {welled as big 
almoſt as their Bodies. Theſe are ſome few of the 
Cruelties exerciſed ; which being almoſt incredi- 
ble-in a Chriſtian Country, I am obliged to add
